ALSO INDICATE THAT VINNELL CORPORATION IS INVOLVED. 

VINNELL CORPORATION HAS CONTRACT THROUGH MEDTC FOR 
CAMBODIA MAP TO PROVIDE 40 TCN EMPLOYEES ( LARGELY KOREAN) 
TO ASSIST THE FANK IN LOGISTICS SYSTEMS. STORY HAS APPARENTLY 
ALREADY BEEN FILED THROUGH SAIGON. 

2. LOCAL MANAGER OF VINNELL CORPORATION DENIES ANY 
KNOWLEDGE OF SUCH ACTIVITY. MR. CHARLES BRINKLEY WILLSHER 
( BRITISH CITIZEN), VINNELL EMPLOYEE ALLEGEDLY INVOLVED, 
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IS COMPLETING HIS ONE YEAR CONTRACT WITH THE COMPANY AND 
DEPARTING EOR ENGLAND ON 6 MAY. VINNELL MANAGER DOES 
NOT RELIEVE THAT MR. WILLSHER IS INVOLVED IN ANY ACTIVITIES 
OTHER THAN THOSE OE HIS VINNELL JOB. MAIN SOURCE OE STORY 
APPEARS TO BE CERTAIN PETER D. SMITH, EORMER PILOT

EOR INDISCOE MINISTERS. GOE SPOKESMAN JOSEPH

HE SAID EUROPE POSSESSES AGRICULTURAL WEALTH WHICH CANNOT BE GIVEN

GROW. POMPIDOU ALSO SAID THAT THE " CONSERVATION OF A EUROPEAN
